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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims1-12, drawn to a process, classified in class 216, subclass 2. 

II. Claims 13-16, drawn to a process, classified in class 216, subclass 33. 

III. Claim 17, drawn to a process, classified in class 438, subclass 106. 

IV. Claims 18-21 , drawn to a product, classified in class 257, subclass 254. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that 
they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation such as 
invention II does not require an vacuum aid, which is essential for the invention I. 

3. Inventions II and III are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown 
that they are not disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of 
operation, different functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In 
the instant case the different inventions have different modes of operation such as 
invention II does not require a sealing layer to seal the gas permeable membrane, 
which is essential for the invention III.
